A'spocial dispatch tu the San Francisco 
Chronicle from Viadivostock, dated Augost 
2lst, give the tirat detailed account from 
the Russian side of tho memorablo en- 
counter with the Kamimura Squadron off 
Teushima. The account read as follows :— 

The Gramowi and the Rossin presont 
shattered apposrunces, Their smokestacks
